SomethlnK of the KeoloKlst's sense 
of time must be appreclateil Ages 
and rona rather than years or even 
ceriturles must be considered The 
Impassioned reformer needs to be 
trained to p.-'tlenre In his .-inticiiiatlon 
of these Im-kI lli!tigs.

Jerusalem. The DIsmptlon occurred at 
Ohachrm. which waa tha flrat capital of 
i!ie nttrtt.prn kint;<1<>ni, nnd th*- rii' ir».poliH 
of Kphralm. It waa 30 nillea dlro. tly north 
of Jerusalem, between Mounta Ebal and 
Oarltlm. Here were located Incldenia In 
the Uvea nt Abraham, Jacob, Juaeph. nnd 
Jeehua. Cloaa by. d6uttV<sa aa a part of 
the largar town, were Jarnh'n wdl and 
Hychar where Jeaua talked with the Ha- 
marltan woman. And ther« li imw tha 
seat of tko Oamarttana. the smaUast re- 
.hgious'aiat ta tba world. 

Tills lesson covers the story of Re- 
boboam, and how he lost a kingdom. 
It is the story of a reckless, untrala> 
ed, conceited young man. and bis com- 
tag Into the real bu8iiiosH of hla life. 
Re was the heir to a throne, .<tnd bis 
name means "Enlarger of the peoi)le," 
expressing the hope of his father for 
hla SOB. The son disappointed these 
hopea, aad became the "IMminlsher ot 
his people." Alaa far aaak kaya to- 
day! 

His father waa BBloaaa. His moth- 
er Naamah, a yoong heathen princess 
of tbe kingdom of Ammon on the t>or- 
der of the desert east of the Jordan. 
She waa oae ot aaay wtvae of aela^ 
mon. 

Keboboam seems to luiTe been tbe 
natural heir to the throne. Judah ao- 
eeptsd him. Rut as tn the case of 
Saul, David and Solomon, at least In 
Jerusalem, the people had a voice ta 
tho selection of their king. Accord- 
ingly the tribes were summoned to 
meet at the oM northern capital, She- 
ckea, to eoaflrm the successor tif 8ol- 
saKM. The northern triboa were de- 
laratoed to ebtata a oharter ot rights 
that wooM reUeve them from their 
uurdeas, aa the prtoa of their aubmis- 
lon. For Solomon had forced them 
■u give their unpaid labor upon kla 
wireat bulldinga. and theae free aad 
indepeadeat Ephraialtea were r^ 
oUadad of their ancestors' slavery ta 
Cg:pt. Tkay were ahruw'd enough to 
end for their brilliant sympathiser, 
leroboam. whom Solomon kad baa- 
■shed lo Kgypi. They were ready to 
-nforce their Just deoMadO. 

Rehoboam. appareatly attended by 
S aaall force goes to confer wltb 
them. Jeroboam is their 8 pokes man. 
Kohoboaa answered the people 
roughly. One of the moat foolish 
Jilnga he could do. "Roagh words 4° 
jne of two things, they wound or they 
msdden." 

And Israel saw that the king heark- 
ned not. Josephus says that "they 
*ere struck by his words as by an 
.ron rod." What portion have we 
n OavldT Wkat have we of the north- 
jrn tribaa to do with barid's son, Re- 
lOboam, or DavM's tribe, Judah? To 
our tents.
